Solution: Buy more land 


By Andrea Gregory 

To thoroughly address the town yard prob- 
lems, Andover officials want Town Meeting vot- 
ers to give them money they can later use to buy 
more land and expand the facility. 

Until now, Andover has been making quick 
fixes to its ‘dilapidated town yard, a small down- 
town location where the town piles its road sand 
and salt, stores its equipment and repairs its 
vehicles. These will continue to be performed to 
keep the town yard operational. But Plant and 
Facilities Director Joe Piantedosi and Public 
Works Director Jack Petkus said the best way to 
revamp this area is to buy properties that sur 
round it as properties come up for sale. 


The town yard is tucked away at the end of 


Buxton Court and Lewis Street, and across the 
railroad tracks from the Andover commuter rail 
stop. There are three main buildings on the site, 
each with its own set of problerns. Water pours 
through the back wall of the building used by the 
forestry department. Workers in the parks divi- 
sion have taken breaks in a lunch room with pud- 
dles on the floor. The highway department is due 
for a new roof that is expected to cost around 
$160,000. Plus, officials say the quarters are too 
tight for handling certain operations and safely 
storing material. 

“The problems in the town yard are not new,” 


said Piantedosi. “There are serious problems that 
need to be addressed.” 

In 1985, the first study of the yard and its 
problems was conducted. There have been three 
studies since. As time passes, problems have 
accumulated 

Petkus said snow-removal workers should be 
punching in and out, but there is simply not room 
on the site to accommodate so many vehicles at 
the same time. 

“Ideally, it should be about twice the size it is 
now,” said Petkus about the location 

Officials have mapped out the properties they 
would like the town to purchase. None of them 
are on the market, but creating an available 
account would enable the town to act as oppor- 
tunities arise, they said. 

On Monday, Piantedosi told selectmen about 
his idea to set aside money for land, but an 
amount was not discussed. Before the select- 
men’s meeting, he noted the real estate market 
has climbed significantly in recent years. 

“It’s obvious that the town has to take some 
actions both long- and short-term,” said Select- 
man Alex Vispoli. 

Selectmen plan to tour the current facility in 
October. They also plan to visit the Bedford 
town yard.

Officials will ask residents to 
move existing funds — somewhere 
around $500,000 — into the stabi 
lization fund to pay for town- 
employee pay raises and “unex- 
pected emergencies.”

Schools revisit posting notices online to save printings 


By Dorian Block 

The school district spends 
$72,623 a year sending notices and 
newsletters home to parents, pro- 
ducing 2.1 tons of paper, about the 
equivalent of 50 trees. 

The School Committee hopes to 
save some of this money and some 
of these natural resources while 
making their communication with 
parents and the community more 
efficient. They want to put the aver- 
age 73 pages of information parents 
are mailed each year online. 

Parents will be able to access 
permission slips while away on 


business. If a child loses a notice it 
could be replaced by logging online. 
Thousands of hours of labor sealing 
envelopes, printing labels and 
adhering stamps will be restructured 
into simple computer programs. 

For now School Committee 
members Christopher Smith and 
Debra Silberstein are investigating 
the potential of going “paperless.” 
Smith has already donated several 
computer programs from his private 
company to start the district on its 
way. The high school handbook and 
some School Committee materials 
are already available online. 


Smith said this is a part of a larg- 
er effort of committee members 
bringing their experiences in the 
business world to the public school 
arena. 

“Businesses used to FedEx, now 
they explore sending documents by 
e-mail ... even very sensitive mater- 
ial. We can do the same thing,” 
Smith said. Some committee mem- 
bers were concerned that parents 
without computer access will be left 
uninformed, and suggested that at 
least in the beginning there be an 
optional paper mailing list for those 
who request it.

going on for 20 years,” he said. 

Future seminars might begin to 
explore one element of the Civil War pet 
year. 

“Although we are a law school, we 
consider it our duty to bring education to 
the public, said Larry Velvel, dean at 


Andover’s Massachusetts School of 


Law. “Learning history is one of the 
most important guides one can turn to. 
The Civil War has a lot of information to 
offer. It was the war that determined 
what the country would be.” 

Velvel said that Civil War followers 
are primarily in the South. He said con- 
ferences don’t usually make it much fur- 
ther north than Gettysburg. 

“And that’s the area that lost,” he said. 
“People ought to start looking at this war 
through Northern eyes.” 

He said one of the biggest miscon- 
ceptions about the war is that it was a 
lost cause for the Southern states from 
the beginning, that the Union were sim- 
ply too powerful. 


“Well, that was just a whole lot of 


bull. The South had many opportunities 
to win that war,” he said. 

Velvel also said it is the only time he 
knows where the losers wrote the histo- 
ry. “The North in the Civil War” will 
offer insight into the less commonly 


known Northern aspects from the Civil 
War era.

figures for the town’s financial situation. 

Last spring, new growth was estimat- 
ed to come in at $1.2 million. Finance 
Director Tony Torrisi said the town can 
now expect $475,500 more. State aid 
also came in higher than expected. 
Andover will receive an additional 
$66,000 in state aid, and a one-time pay- 
ment of $153,000 due to a state surplus. 
School Business Manager Bernie Tuttle 
said he will have out-of-district special 
education invoices within a few weeks. 
He said the school department has an 
extra $225,000 in its circuit breaker 
account to cover any unexpected costs. 

But it was not all good news. Torrisi 
warned health-care costs could run a 
$150,000 deficit. He said a 20-percent 
increase was budgeted for the cost of 
employee health benefits, but, based on 
the first two months of the fiscal year, it 
looks as though that might not be 
enough. Free Cash is also down $1 mil- 
lion. 

In the end, Torrisi expects to have 
between $475,500 and $600,000 to 
potentially be transferred into the stabi- 
lization fund. 

“We went into Town Meeting with 
zero dollars available for compensation,” 
said Selectmen Chairman Brian Major. 
“(Without a Special Town Meeting) we 
would lose that opportunity to have that 
cash in hand.”

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Charitable kids donate their tresses

Each year, Caitlin Trottier works at 
grooming and growing her light brown tress- 
es. Once her locks are Jong enough to pull 
back into a silky 10-inch ponytail, the 5-year- 
old has the tail cut off so she can start from 
scratch. 

Her goal is to help others who need what 
she has an abundance of — hair 

The Andover girl is just one of many area 
children each year who have been donating 
their hair to Locks of Love, an organization 
that makes wigs for children diagnosed with 
medical hairloss. Some Andover hair stylists 
say they see as many as a dozen children each 
year who give to Locks of Love. 

Caitlin’s father, Robert Trottier, said his 
daughter's charitable streak began showing 
when she was about 3. 

“I'd take the kids with me when I donated 
blood,” recalls Trottier. “She wanted to give 
blood, too, but she’s not old enough.” 

Then Caitlin met her father’s co-worker, 
who donates his hair to the Florida-based 
charity, and she set a goal to do the same. 

Last month, Caitlin and her mother, Ann, 
paid a visit to the Indra Salon on Elm Street, 
where the kindergartner had her ponytail 
lopped off for the second time. 

“She’s a very caring kid,” said Ann Trotti 
er. “I think in a couple of years she'll proba- 
bly be back in the hairdresser’s seat to do it 
again.” 

The No. | condition prompting the need 
for wigs from Locks of Love is alopecia area 
ta, according to Amy Weeks, volunteer coor 
dinator for the organization. More than 2 mil- 
lion children in the United States have been 
diagnosed with the condition that has no 
known cause or cure. 

The hairpieces generated by Locks of 
Love have helped more than 1,200 children 
throughout the US and Canada since its 
inception in 1997. Recipients are financially 
disadvantaged and range in age, but are all 
younger than 17 

Contrary to popular belief, cancer patients 
actually make up the smallest percentage of 
children who receive hairpieces 

The reason for that, said Weeks, is Locks

Children are able to choose their own hait 
color and length. Weeks said the most popu 
lar choice is a 16-inch brunette hairpiece.

Brickstone Square loses another large tenant 


Andover Controls moves to North Andover location; move follows loss of CMGI

Andover Controls, Brickstone 
Square’s largest tenant, has relo- 
cated its 107-person manufactur- 
ing operation to North Andover 
and will follow suit with its 
remaining 150 employees by the 
end of the year, the company has 
announced. 

The move is a blow to Andover 
Mills LLC, which owns the $77.7 
million Andover office complex 
off York Street. 

Peter Dominski, senior vice 
president for property manager 
Urban Retail Properties Co's 
Commercial Division, said the 
company was still talking with 
Schneider Electric, which pur- 
chased Andover Controls earlier 
this year, but had been preparing 
for the company’s exit. 


“It's a blow to us,” Dominski 
said. “Nobody likes to lose ten- 
ants. And they are a great tenant, 
but you pick yourself up and move 
on.” 

France’s Schneider Electric, 
which purchased Andover Con- 
trols in July, is moving the compa- 
ny to manufacturing space it leas- 
es at the North Andover Mills 
complex on High Street. 

Dominski said the overall slow- 
down in commercial real estate on 
the Interstate 495 belt hurt office 
parks like Brickstone Square. But 
Brickstone, a renovated former 


mill building, withstood most of 


the pressure and had been 70 per- 
cent occupied. 

Last year, the 1.04-million- 
square-foot park lost its anchor 
tenant, Internet incubator CMGI,

which had occupied 300,000 
square feet. Andover Controls’ 
departure would lower the park’s 
occupancy another 10 percent, but 
Dominski said Urban Retail Prop- 
erties is in negotiations with sever- 
al interested parties about filling 
the void left by CMGI. 

“It’s being marketed. We have a 
large amount of interest in it. Stay 
tuned,” Dominski said. 

Andover lists Andover Mills 
LLC as the building’s owner. Bills 
are addressed to Urban Commer- 
cial. The Brickstone Square parcel 
was assessed at $77.7 million in 
January 2003, including two 
buildings and a train station, but 
not the adjacent day care center. 

Andover Controls has made 
computer-based heating and secu- 


rity control systems for some of 


the world’s largest buildings and 
many area schools since its found- 
ing in 1975, 

Andover Controls’ spokesman 
Rick Focke said the new mill’s 
wide-open layout would help 
Andover Controls increase capac- 
ity by as much as 30 percent by 
centralizing operations on a single 
floor and eliminating pillars and 
architectural quirks that hindered 
production at Brickstone. 

“The new manufacturing space, 
with the additional capacity, will 
play a major role in helping 
Andover and (sister company) 
TAC reach a production goal of | 


million assemblies and sales of 


$1.5 billion in 2005,” said Charlie 
Manahan, vice president of North 
Andover logistics and production 
for Andover Controls.

If your answer was D, then you're 
on the same track as 97 percent o! 
L0th-grade students at Andover High 
School who passed the spring 2004 
Massachusetts Comprehensive 
Assessment System. 

Across Massachusetts, students are 
performing better on MCAS — and, 
overall, Andover students continue to 
perform above the state averages. But 
there are students who are not profi- 
cient yet, and educators have less 
money this year to support special 
programs for these students, particu- 
larly at the lower grade levels, where 
students take different types of 
MCAS tests. 

“Andover students continue to per- 
form well and have demonstrated a 
solid performance surpassing the state 
average at all grades,” said Marcia 
Adams O'Neil, assistant superinten- 
dent of schools. “But the huge chal- 
lenge ahead is looking closely at 
every student in (the) Needs Improve- 
ment (category), and moving them 
into Proficient.” 

Principals from the nine Andover 
schools tested by MCAS have 
received reports this week detailing 
progress made by the district, their 
schoolhouse and individual students. 
Parents received MCAS assessments 
in the mail on Tuesday, evaluating 
their children’s performance ratings.

Andover schools 


surpass state average in all grades 


Educators will study the informa 
tion and pinpoint where the strengths 
and weaknesses lie, O'Neil said. In 
previous years, the state has provided 
Andover Public Schools academic 
grants, allowing educators to offer 
more support programs for students in 
all grades. Now, middle- and elemen- 
tary schools that used to have 
resources available to help students 
are struggling to find alternatives 

“Money is at a 10th of what it was 
a couple of years ago,” O'Neil said 
“Now the budget is stretched and 
we're looking for substitution.” 

The MCAS test is a graduation 
requirement for all high school stu 
dents, so the system 1s focusing Its 
resources at that level. 

O'Neil said at least 10 high school 
students who have not passed MCAS 
now have access to after-school tutor- 
ing and will have three more chances 
to pass the test. Among 1 0th-grade 
students, 98 percent passed math and 
99 percent passed the English/Lan- 
guage Arts assessment. 

Townwide, math scores improved 
at every grade level. For instance, 7! 
percent of eighth-graders scored “pro 
ficient” or higher, jumping from 66 
percent in 2003. 

Among other highlights for 
Andover is that no seventh-grade stu- 
dent was issued a “warning,” which 
means a student is failing. O’ Neil also 
said she was pleased to see students at 
all of Andover schools scoring well 
on open-response questions, showing 
content-rich writing. 

But O'Neil said she wants to see 
middle-school students improve on 
the science portion of the test. In 
Andover’s three middle schools, only 
eighth-graders were tested in science 
and technology. Out of the 503 stu- 


dents who took the exam, 95 need 
improvement. The science and tech- 
nology MCAS scores show more stu- 
dents needing improvement in that 
subject than in any other area of study 

Also, each school will try to 
improve students’ comprehension ol 
the test questions so they understand 
what the test is asking of them. 

“There are directional language 
words that have stumped students in 
the past,” O'Neil said. “We try to look 
at synonyms and make them clearer 
for the students to process. You can’t 
anticipate everything, but we put an 
emphasis on the clarity of questions 
asked.” 

The assistant superintendent said 
the assessment data lets teachers 
know who needs extra help. But while 
MCAS can help schools recognize the 
hurdles ahead, budget constraints 
keep educators scrambling for cost- 
effective methods to assist students 
needing improvement. 

“On one hand we have to keep out 
expectations in place,” O'Neil said 
“On the other hand, you have to do 
this by not withdrawing support. And 
the financial support is not what it 
used to be.” 


Spinning your wheels? 

By the way, here’s how to solve the 
MCAS question about the bicycle tire 
The question asks one to determine 
the circumference of the wheel, 
knowing the radius is 35 centimeters 
It helps to know that pi (7%) = circum- 
ference/diameter. Knowing pi equals 
about 3.14 and the diameter is twice 
the radius, or 70 centimeters, one can 
solve for circumference. Multiply pi 
(about 3.14) by 70 (twice the radius) 
to arrive at the answer: about 220 cen- 
timeters.

What will Andover do with the MCAS 
information its received from the state? 
MCAS analysis teams at each school, along 
with the system’s K-12 curriculum council, 
will develop ways for schools to improve. 

“We really need to step back and look at 
our district benchmark and ask ourselves if 
kids have enough opportunity to get ahead,” 
said Marcia Adams O'Neil, assistant super- 
intendent of schools. 

“Every middle school has a curriculum 
adviser in every discipline,” said Norah 
McCarthy, principal at Wood Hill Middle. 
“The department adviser, whether it be in 
science, math or English, is asked to look for 
patterns in students responses. The adviser 
then brings their assessment to all the teach- 
ers in their group to discuss strengths and 
weaknesses, and create an action plan for 
remediation.” 

Teachers in the MCAS analysis teams 
will often turn to the guidance department to 
retrieve individual histories for students who 
need improvement. When comparing 
MCAS scores from one year to the next, 
McCarthy said that a student who needs to 
improve two years in a row might be making 
strides but still fall a few points short of the 
proficiency level. 

After brainstorming in the schoolhouse, 
advisers from each MCAS analysis team 
bring ideas and performance plans to the K- 
12 curriculum council. The council is an 
open forum for all teachers to come and dis- 
cuss student progress. Typically, department 
heads from each school participate in the 
townwide group. 

“Department leaders who attend curricu- 
lum council meetings usually go back to 
their schools and discuss the results with 
teachers in their department,” said Lynn 
Ricker, who teaches eighth-grade science at 
Doherty Middle School and has served 10 
years on the council. “By receiving input 
from teachers in all schools and disciplines 
we get a good perspective on the whole cur- 
riculum across the board. It helps us to see 
where kids are going on their path.”

AHS neighbors see 
stricter parking

parking laws in his neighbor- 
hood. 

Burdeau, who said he’s “been 
squawking about the issue for 
the past five years,” even shelled 
out $1,000 of his own money to 
pay for a new parking plan for 
the busy throughway. 

“Tm here as a neighbor,” Bur- 
deau said to committee members 
last Tuesday. “I really need the 
high school to step up and be a 
good neighbor, too.” 

While prohibiting vehicles 
from parking on Moraine Street 
and in the adjacent field helps 
reduce the problem, it does not 
remedy the daily issue of high 
schoolers crossing Moraine on 
foot. 

Moraine Street has only one 
sidewalk and it’s located on the 
residential side, across the street 
from the school. Cronin said stu- 
dents shuffling in the road poses 
a serious safety threat, prompt- 
ing the need for a sidewalk on 
the opposite side of the street. 

“Any effort to have them (the 
students) cross to the sidewalk 
side is akin to herding cats,” 
Cronin stated in a letter to the 
School Committee. “This issue 
is neighborhood sensitive 
because to leave existing two- 
way traffic, parking on one side 
and then adding a sidewalk, 
would require taking down barri- 
er trees and brush that shield the 
fields and lights from the 
homes.” 

Cronin said a proposal will be 
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made at Town Meeting to install 
a sidewalk as a capital improve- 
ment project. The proposal will 
be to link the Red Spring Road 
sidewalk to the existing sidewalk 
on the high school campus. 

“As a parent of, formerly, two 
high school students, now just 
one, I can say Moraine Street is 
still a long way off from being 
anywhere close to satisfactory,” 
said committee member Art Bar- 
ber. “Last year | wondered why 
nobody got hit. This is an acci- 
dent waiting to happen.” 

Cronin’s said his ultimate 
goal in increasing safety mea- 
sures was closing the Moraine 
Street gate and fencing off the 
area to prevent any access. He 
hopes to have the gate and corre- 
sponding driveway moved closer 
to the softball field on campus 
and away from the neighbor- 
hood. 

But such changes in the phys- 
ical landscape is a large-scale 
project that Cronin admits will 
take time due to budget woes. 

Dave Nichols, co-athletic 
director, said the parking ban has 
proven to be a step in the right 
direction. 

He said the school will be 
diligent in ensure the gate to the 
field remains closed and parking 
is off limits. 

“We listened to what the 
neighbors had to say and their 
requests are reasonable,” Nichols 
said. “I think we all want the 
same things: our students to be 
safe and the neighborhood to be 
safe.”
